GRIME IN THE UNITED STATES. 


More Prevalent Here Than in Any Other 


Country. 
Figures to Disturb the 


Thoughtful. The Causes and 


the Remedy. An Inter- 


esting Address. 


Notwithstanding 
very 
inclement 


weather a fair sized audience assembled 
at the Metliodfet church Sunday evening 
to hear the famous evangelist, D. M. 
Whittle of Northiield, who spoltc under 
the auspices of the .Young Men's Christian 
association. 


Mr. Whittle's subject was "Crimes and 


Prisons," and according to statistics sub- 
mitted by him the United States does not 
compare very favorably with other coun- 
tries in the matter of crimes. He said 
there are more murders in the United 
States in proportion to population than 
in any other country. 
According; to fig- 


ures given by Major Whittle there are now 
760,000 criminals in the United States: 
300,000 of whom are in the prisons. In 
1895 
there were 
10,500 murders 
and 


suicides in this country and 10,022 in 1S96. 
In 1S95 there were 132 legal executions 
and 171 lynchiugs. 
In the six: years prior 


to 1895 there were 43,592 murders and 
suicides, 723 legal executions and 1,118 
lynchings. In Great Britain during the 
same period there were only 1,794 inur- 
dera and suicides. 


Major Whittle attributed the preva- 


lence of crime in this country largely to 
sensational journalism and cheap novels, 
to a lax enforcement of tho laws and to 
a lack of respect for authority. Even the 
children at ;i very early age cease to re- 
spect the authority of their parents, and 
as they grow older have a like disrespect 
for law. Liberty has run into license and 
tho results are shown in ihe criminal 
records of the country. 


Major Whittle spoke of the great work 


being done under Evangelist Moody's 
direction in the way Qf distributing good 
reading matter among the people in our 
jails and prisons and argued that the way 
to check the tendency to crime is for par- 
ents to |look more carefully after their 
children and for those who execute the 
laws to do so with more promptness and 
vigor. 
He pronounced 
the criminal 


lauyms a menace to me safety of society, 
as their work so often results in turning 
loose upon society men who should suffer 
the penalty of their misdeeds. 


The address was heard with great in- 


terest, although it waa calculated to dis- 
turb the tranquility of those who think 
that everything is going along all right 
and that the future of this country is se- 
cure.

'roblem of Main Street's 


Vitrified Brick and the 


Contract. 


HOW THE CITY 
IS 
SECURED 


No Cause for Alarm on the Part of 


Citizens. 
A Contract 
That 


Thoroughly Binds. 
The 


Tests 
the Brick 


Must Stand. 


There is considerable talk concerning 


ibe vitrified briok that is being delivered 
,n this city for t!ie paving of Main street. 
Much of the talk is by honest critics, who 
/ear that the city is about to begin an ex- 
periment that will cost it dearly aud 
mnch of it is of the malicious kiud by per- 
sons who have noticed the honest criti- 
cism and seek to inflame the minds of the 
critics. It was published without reason 
hat there was a rumor that the brick 
now being delivered here were briok re- 
ected by the city of Hartford, Conn., 
which could have been investigated had 
the "rumorists" so desired. 
However, 


this was given a black eye by a letter 
from the New York Brick and Paving 
company. Here is an extract from it: 


"We wish to assure yon that to our 
:nowledge the brick of the New York 
Brick and Paving company has never 
been bid upon for any work in the city of 
Hartford, Conn., nor has it been submit- 
ted to any tests whatever in that city; and 
it has never been rejected by the city of 
Hartford, Conn., nor any other city. As 
a matter of interest it may be said that in 
the large contract lately filled with the 
ity of Springfield, Mass., we had no 
brick rejected. It is, of course, impossible 
'o prevent a few imperfect brick being 
shipped, but freights are altogether too 
high between Syracuse and North Adams 
for us to deliberately pay for transporta- 
tion on brick which should be rejected." 


It is noticed by interested people that 


some of the brick now being delivered 


chip" in the 
handling. 
This ia ex- 


plained in ttie fact that they are not re- 
pressed brick and have the sharp corners 
that are not found on re-pressed brick. 
The hardness of the brickand the sharp- 
ness of the edges make "chipping" more 
plentiful than if it was of the other kind. 
The re-pressed briok is a handsomer 
paving material when first laid, but it is 
not considered by experts to be equal to 
that brick that has not been subjected to 
the re-pressing process. It is the opinion 
of experts, arrived at after long 
ex- 


perimenting, that the 
re-pressing of 


brick spoils their homogeniety or cohesion 
and makes them much more unfit for 
paving purposes. The brick that is to be 
used in the paving of Main street will be 
subjected to the most vigorous tests 
known and be,passed upon by an expert 
in behalf of the city before it is admitted 
to the pavement. Here are some con- 
ditions of the Main street paving contract 
on this point: 


"The bricks or blocks used must be 


tough and especially burned for street 
paving. They mnat be of the very best 
quality, free from cracks, blisters and all1 
other defects, unifortn in color ana size, 
regular in shape, homogeneous and com- 
pact in structure, free from loose lumps of 
uncr-ushcd clay, from laminations caused 
by the process of manufacture, and from 
fire cracks or checks of more than auper» 
ficial character or extent. They shall be 
free from lime and magnesia in the form 
of pebbles and shall show no signs of 
cracking or spawling, on remaining in 
water 
96 hours. 
All 
bricks 
and 


blocks 
must 
be 
capable 
of 


standing 
the 
following 
tests: 


They shall not absorb more than three 
per cent, of their own weight of water 
after being broken and dried in an oven 
and afterward immersed for 24 hours. 
They shall not lose more than an average 
of eight per cent, in an abrasion test con- 
ducted in the following manner. The 
briok will be placed in a rumbler 21 inches 
in diameter, making from 43 to 45 revolu- 
tions per minute and containing 150 
pounds of rough acrap iron, a majority of 
pieces weighing about one pound, and 
three pieces.abo.ut four pounds each, the 
result in-percetttege lost being an average 
of three percentages. 


"All '"•inks delivered upon the work 


must be within 10 per cent of the require- 
ments of the standard tests «nd the com- 
missionerof public works will have the 
right at any time during the progress o' 
the work to reject any or all bricks which 
do not reach this percentage and such 
bricks must be immediately removed from 
the work." 


The brick will be laid in cement of 


which the contract speaks as follows: 


"The cement shall be capable of resist- 


ingatensile strain of CO pounds per square 
inch after thirty minutes exposure in air. 
and 24 hours' immersion in water, and be 
also guaranteed by the makers to have 
such strength as hereinbefore required in 
these specifications, it must be of a well- 
known brand and one that is approved 
by the city engineer. Concrete that hai 
been mixed over one hour will not be al- 
lowed to be used. All mixing muat be 
done on tight platforms. 


The "cushion" for the brick is to bi 


made in this manner: "Upon the top o: 
the concrete thus prepared and previously 
cleared from all loose stones and rubbish 
shall be placed sufficient sand, of the kind 
used to mix concrete, to form one and 
one-half inches in depth as cushion for the 
brick-work. Care must be taken that the 
and is wet at the time the bricks are laid 
if so directed. This sand is hereinbefore 
specified, when used as a one and one 
half inch cushion for the brick pavement: 
must be screened and free from pebble! 
of more than one quarter of an inch in 
diameter." 


The contractor is under agreement t< 


keep the work in repair for five years. Ii 
is specified as follows: 


"The contractor will be required to keep 


all his work in repair for the period o 
one year, and to keep the brick pavemen' 
in repair for a period of five years from 
and after its acceptance by the city, with 
out expense to the city. From the dati 
of the acceptance of the work by the city 
the contractor guarantees the briek pave 
meat and that he will keep it in repair 
the period of five years." 


The matter of repairs is guaranteed as 


follows: 
"In addition to the five years 


maintenance of the brick pavement, al 
the work herein provided for shall be 
kept in good condition and repair by the 


:ontractor for a period of one year from 
he date of Its acceptance by the.city, and 
n case the contractor neglects or refuses 


>9 repair said pavement, curb stone, or 
other work herein specified, and to re- 
store the same to the grade and to an even 


nd true shape and form of surface, after 
five days' notice from the commissioner 


f publio works, the said commissioner 
ihall cause said work to be done and 
harge the expense thereof to the con- 
iraotor or his sureties; and Ihe treasurer 
will retain, for the period of one year 
Torn the date of said acceptance, five per 


ent of the amount due or to become due 
under the contract, and shall, by such 
sontract, have Uie right to pay the ex- 
pense of said repairs and restoration on 
he certificate of the commiasioner of 
public works, out of the five per cent re- 
tained by him, or to collect such coat and 
expense from 
such contractor or his 


iuroties." 


That the city may be further protected 


ihe contractor ia bound in this manner: 
'Every contract entered into for the 
,bove mentioned improvement must be 
accompanied by a good and sufficient 
bond, in the amount of the contract, con- 
ditioned lor the faithful performance of 
he work on the part of tb.e contractor, 
and his compliance with the terms and 
conditions of such 'contract and of the 
specifications for such work. The bond 
must be approved as to form by the city 
solicitor, and as to sufficiency of security 
by the mayor and the commissioner of 
public works.

We know how often 
they are abused and suffer neglect; it is 
not of this, however, that we wls& to 
speak, but rather of the mistaken efforts 
made at improvement^ and the want of a 
clear perception of th3lhing to be done. 
A farmer ravages with scythe, ax and fire 
a neglected roadside, uncovers its ragged 
wall, scattered stones and broken soil, and 
feels himself in so doing a public benefac- 
tor. 
How ought our roadsides to be 


treated? There is a difference of opinion 
on this point, or at least of emphasis ou 
the things urged. Some lay stress on a 
clean, trim margin to our streets, and 
others delight in the nnkept hedge, the 
handiwork, as they deem it, of nature, a 
retuee of birds and flowers. 


"Our scale of beauty lies between two 


extremes, ;the perfect order of skilful and 
adequate cultivation, and the entire free- 
dom of forestland. 
It is only in con- 


neoiion with the latter, the ancient forest, 
that we are entitled to plead nature as an 
artist. She must have had her own way 
for long, had abundant time in which to 
have made her selections and exclusions, 
before we can properly speak o f any 
product as 
her work. 
Most of our 


roadsides are no more the 
fiuit of 


nature 
than 
they 
are 
of 
urt. 


They 
are

When nature has had time to derj with 
her own native material, to sort and ar- 
range her plants, shrubs and trees, she is 
quite sure, at least ia our climate, to pre- 
serve two things, earth and sky, land and 
light. Indeed, it is chiefly by manage- 
ment of the light that her planting goes 
forward. 
Any hedge that cannot be 


penetrated by the eye, nor easily entered, 
is due to some abuse of man. The close, 
rank undergrowth after the forest has 
been felled, is only the commencement of 
a new labor. It is no more the finished 
work than the first coat of paint ou the 
canvas is the completed picture. The 
delicate and the grand are only perfectly 
combined and laid fully open in the ma- 
ture forest. Such forests are most essen- 
tial parts of a beautiful country. 


"At the other extreme is the well-culti- 


vated arid-fruitful fields. A county like 
Berkshire-would be much more beautiful 
if it were thoroughly tilled. All distant 
views would be enriched by much deeper 
color, and by the highest inclusion of all, 
that-in which nature takes to herself the 
•work of'man. A. clean roadside in which 
the fertility of the field reaches to the 
road-bed, is the natural accompaniment 
of.good-culture. Between these two ex- 
tremeB,,the'free forest and the well-tilled 
field,.there is much intermediate ground, 
and it is here that the difference of opinion 
and method begins. 
There are many 


Broadsides which are the mere refuse 
and refuge of the fields. 
Stones are 


thrown into them at random, and weeds 
.eheiter-themselves from plow, hoe and 
scythe. These waste and savage places in 
which the roughs of civilization—burdock, 
parsnip, poison hemlock^thistle—flght for 
the mastery with native plants—aster, 
(golden-rod, grape, sumac,—are the most 
disagreeable, and among the most com- 
mon of roadsides. It is a confusion which 
man has wrought, and man should cor- 
rect. He should correct it, in each in- 
stance, 
according to 
the 
affiliations 


of the strip nnder treatment. 
If it 


is closely united \vith the 
cultivated 


field, it ought to come under its law. 
If it is an •. irregnlar bank, or a brook- 
side, or skirts a pasture, then it well may 
come under the law of the forest. But 
for this end, there must be selection and 
aid by man. A neglected pasture, though

it be full of fern and golden rod, is not 
beautiful. No more is a neglected road- 
side beautiful crowded at all seasons with 
coarse aud pernicious weeds, and with its 
wild cherry laden in the springtime with 
prolific nests of caterpillars. 


•'Man cannot escape the responsibility 


and the labor of \vatching over the good 
order of nature which he has in the iirst 
Instance disturbed. A thorough reconcil- 
iation of native freedom with the severe 
conditions of good culture should find its 
happy solution in well-ordered roadsides. 
The fortunateness of trie result will de- 
pend on the skill with which these two 
things are blended, the products of the 
(ield arid the products of the forest,—rig- 
orous culture and the wealth of nature 
which lies back of it and incloses it."
